WASHINGTON, July 23.—Upon the 
eve of proclaiming in force the Kel- 
logg anti-war treaty and with world 
sentiment increasing for limitation 
of naval armaments, President Hoo 
ver today moved to check this coun- 
try’s increasing military costs 
through a revision of the army budg- 
et after a study by a commission of 
the General Staff and in the hope 
also of effecting @ tax reduction 
through curtailment of expenditures 
for the army. 

He declared in a statement that the 
expenses of the United States Army 
constitute the “largest military budg- 


|et of any nation in the world,” and 


this at a time when there was less 
real danger of war for the United 
States than at any time in the past 
fifty years.

Hoover seems to think is promising 
of accomplishmen® The estimated 
expenditures for the army and navy 
would reach $803,000,000 in the fiscal 
year 1933 if the present legislative 
commitments were carried out, he 
asserted.

The President’s program was an~ 
nounced at the semi-weekly confer- 
ence with the newspaper men and 
is a result of his survey of the in- 
creasing costs of government, made 
public last week. The President’s

Last week there was published 


increase in Federal expenditures 
over the next four years, as im- 
posed by legislation already passed 
by Congress. 


These estimates indicate by 1933 
an increased burden of somewhere 
from $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 
above the expenditures of the fis 
cal year just ended and from $400,- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 above the 
expenditures of four years ago. 

Of this the purely military and 
naval expenditures, 2xcluding non- 
military activities of these depart- 
ments, represent about one-half. 
The combined expenditure is esti- 
mated at $803,000,000 in 1933, an in- 
crease of $120,000,000 over the last 
fiscal year and $224,000,000 over 
four years ago. All of which com- 
pares with a total of $266,000,000 
average pre-war total for the com- 
bined military services of the army 
and navy, or an estimated increase 
by 1933 of $530,000,000 over pre- 
war. These amounts do not include 
any amount which we justly spend 
on veterans who suffered in past 
wars, which in itself amounts to 
about $820,000,000 per annum. 
Moreover, many bills are pending 
before Congress that will still fur- 
ther increase this sum. 

The American people should 
understand that current expendi- 
ture on strictly military activities 
of the army and navy constitutes 
the largest military budget of any 
nation in the world today, and at a 
time when there is less real danger 
of extensive disturbance to peace 
than at any time in more than 
half a century. 

The hope of tax reduction lies In 
large degree in our ability to econ- 
omize on the military and naval 
expenditure and still maintain ade- 
quate defense. Our whole situation 
is certainly modified by the Kel- 
logg pact. 

We hope to save materially on 
naval expenditures by interna- 
tional agreement on naval arms. 
In the matter of army outlay [ 
am in agreement with the Secre- 
tary of War to set up within the 
General Staff a commission of 
leading army officers to recon- 
sider our whole army program, to 
see what services and other out- 
lays have become obsolete through 
advancement of science and war 
methods and what developments 
can be well spread over longer 
periods in view of the general 
world outlook and at the same 
time maintain completely adequate

At first it was thought that Mr. 
Schlee’s skull was fractured. Later, 
however, Dr. Raymond N. Slate at 
Harper Hospital said that the flier 
had suffered concussion of the brain, 
and although badly injured was not 
in danger unless complications set in. 

There are no broken bones, but he 
has severe lacerations on the shoul- 
der and right arm, Dr. Slate said, 
adding that Mr. Schlee’s tempera- 
ture of 102 was not ‘‘encouraging.”’ 
The left arm is also believed to have 
been broken. 

Mr. Schlee was injured in front of 
the Schlee-Brock Aircraft Company's 
hangar at the Detroit City Airport, 
early this morning. He was turning 
over the propeller of one of the 
Lockheed planes, of which his com- 
~~ is the local sales agent. Pilot 
J. Gillespie was at the controls. As 
the blade was swung, the motor 
failed to start but the compression 
flung the propeller backward, strik- 
ing Mr. Schlee on the head and the 
left arm.

APPROVE DEBT BILL 
"POR FRENCH SENATE 


| Commissions Favor Ratification 
With Separate Reservation— 
Debate Will Start Today. 


PAYMENTS BILL DISCUSSED 


Mathematically, the’ 


Chamber Committee Would Insert 


Safeguards Linked to_ Receipts 
From Germany.

PARIS, July 23.—Both the Finance 
and Foreign Affairs Commissions of 
the Senate have decided in favor of 
the ratification of the debt settle- 
ments and the debate will begin in 
the Upper House tomorrow. 

The Foreign Affairs Commission 
has suggested; as a form of reserva- 
tion not to be included in the text 
of the law, the following resolution: 

“The payment of these debts must 
not increase the charge on France in 
case of default by Germany nor cur- 
tail the legislative liberty of the sov- 
ereign nation.”’ 

In substance this reservation cor- 
responds to that passed by the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on Saturday evening. 

The Radical Socialist Party in the 
Upper House today decided by a 
large majority to vote ratification in 
this way, thus taking a different at- 
titude from the party in the Chamber 

The Finance Commission of the 
Chamber of Deputies met this after- 
noon and named a committee to 
frame the text of a bill providing for 
the ways and means of paying the 
French debts to the United States 
and Great Britain in accordance with 
the agreements ratified on Sunday 
by the Chamber. The text will be 
submitted to the government tomor- 
row. 

Two different proposals for the bill 
had already been presented, one by 
Deputy Lilloy and a counter project 
by Deputy Guernier. The commis- 
sion selected the Lilloy proposal! as 
the basis for the bill and instructed 
the committee this afternoon that it 
should include in the definitive text 
the following three general proposi- 
| tions: First, the establishment of pri- 
ority in regard to Germany’s pay- 
ments to France in favor of reim- 
bursement for war damages; second, 
the insertion of a restrictive clause 
providing that in the Treasury's spe- 
cial accounts the payments to be 
made by France should at no time 
exceed receipts, and, lastly, that the 
deductions to be made for France's 
payments to her former allies should 
only be made from funds paid in by 
Germany. 

In this way the French Chamber, 
by an internal measure, hopes to 
make binding upon Parliament the 
reservations which the government 
was not willing to accept in the text 
of the ratification bill. 

Deputy Guernier’s measure would 
have provided additional details re 
garding the accounting under which 
the payments should be made. His 
chief concern was to prevent Ger- 
many'’s payments from being used 
for any other purposes than those 
specifically provided in the 
plan. At present, in the event of a 
partial default by Germany, the en- 
tire receipts would go to pay Wash- 
ington and London. 


Majority of 220 Is Forecast. 


PARIS, July 23 (®.—The Senators 
estimated tonight that there would 
be 250 or 260 votes in favor of the 
debts ratification as proposed by 
Premier Poincaré, with perhaps 


thirty ballots against it. Half of the 
latter would be those of Socialist 
| Senators, it was said.

In a letter of March 12, 1908, 
Mr. D. L. Miller of Mount Morris, 
Ill., wrote to the Department in 
behalf of the missionaries of the 
Brethren Church which, according 
to his statement, ‘‘is non-resident 
in principle and holds that all war 
is needless and that all interna- 
tional disputes should be settled by 
arbitration.’’ He inquired whether 
it would not be possible for these 
missionaries, in view of their paci- 
fist principles, to take the oath in 
a modified form. 

In his reply of March 21, 1908, 
Acting Secretary of State Bacon 
said that the missionaries in ques- 
tion might submit applications con- 
taining a form of oath reading as 
follows: 

“Tl further do solemnly affirm 
that I will bear true faith and al- 
legiance to the Constitution of the 
United States, and that I take this 
obligation freely without any men- 
tal reservations or purpose of eva- 
sion 

As indicated ahove, the Depart- 
ment has issued passports in num- 
bers of cases besides those just 
mentined upon applications con- 
taining the oath of allegiance in 
forms which, although differing 
from the usual form, indicated 
that the applicants bore true faith 
and allegiance to the United States. 
There seems to be no reason to 
depart from a practice which con- 
forms in every respect with the 
carefully-considered and well-estab- 
lished practice of this government,

Lying in the bathtub, fully clothed, 
she was found by her 
Frederick, when he returned to their 


apartment late yesterday afternoon. 
Her handkerchief was loosely knotted 
about her neck and heavy twine had 
been drawn tightly around it and 
fastened to the shower bath faucets. 

Detectives of the Kingsbridge sta- 
tion and Inspector John Duane, in 
command of Bronx detectives, were 
called. Mr. Kirschoff informed them 
that his wife had been in ill health 
for several years, having undergone 
two major operations. He also said 


that nothing was missing from his 
home. The detectives found no evi- 
dence of a struggle. None of the 


neighbors had heard any commotion 
within the apartment, so far as the 
police could learn. 

The police were virtually satisfied 
the cause was one of suicide, 
but Dr. K. Sellers Kennard, Assistant 
edical Examiner, declined to cer- 
ify it as such until after he had 
had the body removed to the Ford- 
ham morgue for a more thorough ex 
amination than was possible at the 
home. 

After his examination Dr. Kennard 
declared that it was impossible that 
Mrs. Kirschoff had killed herself. 
| He found that the twine had been 
passed around the neck five times 
so tightly that Mrs. Kirschoff could 
not have done it herself. He also 
found a bruised area on her body, 
indicating that an assailant had 
rested his knee on her while fasten- 
ing the twine.

EN a kind friend insists that you must go 
down and play golf at Pine Valley, there are 
three ways of meeting the situation: 

You can say, ‘Yes, I'll be down tomorrow,” and 
leave for Europe that same night. 

You can say, ‘I've got something easier to do,”’ and 
make good on it by departing for Buffalo and going 
over Niagara Falls on a bicycle. 

You can bid your family and friends farewell, write 
your last will and testament, buy one dozen extra- 
wide niblicks, fasten a package of emergency rations 
to your belt, and go down and play Pine Valley. 

Many famous golfers of this country and Great 
Britain insist that Pine Valley is the finest golf course 
in America. Probably it is. From the viewpoint of 
the astounded (and exhausted) duffer, that's what's 
the matter with it. This is written more in sorrow 
than in anger. 

People with heart disease aren't allowed to run to 
fires or go in for parachute jumping from airplanes. 
In the same general fashion, a duly qualified golf 
authority should examine every player who stands on 
the first tee at Pine Valley. If a man can’t break 
90 on a good stiff course, it's plain murder to send 
him across the sandy wastes down there. He'll either 
die of exhaustion in one of the countless traps or 
explode from spontaneous combustion when he sees 
what happens to some of his best tee shots. 

Playing by Ear. 

Most visitors at the famous course arrive the night 
before their dreadful test, which is just another mis- 
take because the members gather around and play 
the course by ear for the benefit of the strangers and 
pilgrims. It is a trying ordeal. Howard Perrin is 
president of the club and John B. Miller is secretary, 
but Fritz Hallowell, minister without portfolio, takes 
charge of the broadcasting program and rushes glasses 
of water to the visitors when they seem about to faint 
under the pressure of the terrible tales. 

A pause should be made to say that Frederick E. 
Hallowell is proof that golf gets them all in the long 
run. He started out in life as a rowing enthusiast, 
was for many years chairman of the rowing board at 
the University of Pennsylvania, saw every intercolle- 
giate regatta from 1875 to 1913 inclysive and thought 
that no sport could compare with the old shell game. 
Now he roams the Pine Valley course, Summer and 
Winter, wearing a battered hat, a sweater that is 
clearly on its last century and a pair of knickers that 
Secretary Miller insists were invalided out of the 
Crimean War. 


Part of the Program. 

So Fritz Hallowell now pounds on the butternut table 
at Pine Valley and reels off for the benefit of dis- 
tinguished or undistinguished visitors: ‘‘The carry is 
easy there—about 200 yards. That’s one of the easiest 
holes. I remember when Francis Ouimet took four- 
teen strokes on the thirteenth hole and picked up. 
Bernard Darwin got that far and sent for a chair so 
that he could sit down and watch how other golfers 


he always started at dawn. Par is 70. Nobody ever 
broke it in competition. Jess Sweetser once got a 69 
with all putts holed, but it wasn’t in competition. 
Eustace Storey stood on the second tee and he said: 
‘My word! Do you play this hole or just photograph 
it?’ A fellow from Washington took 34 on the four- 
teenth. That's a short hole.”’ 

He makes it so realistic that guards have to be put 
over the guests for fear they will sneak home during 
the night. Two frightened Bostonians once escaped in 
that way. 


The Terrible Awakening. 


The worst of it is that the guests get up in the 
morning, go out on the course and find that Fritz 
Hallowell was speaking conservatively. In the first 
place, the average course is made of turf with traps 
maliciously cut into the terrain here and there. 


Pine Valley isn’t like that at all. It was one vast 
sandtrap—beach sand, by the way, left there by the 
ocean of an ancient geologic era—when the late George 
Arthur Crump surveyed it in 1912 and decided that he 
would make dt the best golf course in the country. 
There being no soil at all, he had to put soil on top 
of the white sand to make a foundation for greens 
and fairways. Peat brought from Holland was ground 
up with muck dug from the swamps in near-by terri- 
tory to make the soil. 

So in Pine Valley the golfer tries to knock the ball 
from one turf island to another in a vast sea of sand. 
Only Lido as it was and the National Golf Links as 
it has always been can compare with Pine Valley for 
interrupted fairways and wide expanses of native sand. 


By Way of Warning. 

The trap hazard is so firmly rooted at Pine Valley 
that even after a perfect shot to the pin the golfer 
has to walk through a trap to get to the green at most 
of the holes. There aren't four greens on the course 
to which a man could play a run-up shot. 

The fairway of the long seventh hole is interrupted 
by a sandy waste so extensive that it should be crossed 
only by camel. From the fourth tee the indignant 
visitor looks out over nothing but sand. The caddies 
point somewhere along the skyline and say, ‘‘Alm up 
there.’’ There should at least be a pyramid or an 
obelisk as a roadmark for wayward golf traffic. 

The late George Crump brought over heather and 
broom from Scotland and planted it here and there at 
Pine Valley. The golfer who has never sliced a ball 
into a thicket of broom has a novel experiment ahead 
of him. Playing the ball out is as easy as climbing 
a rope with a suitcase under each arm. 

The members will point out sectors where George 
Von Elm, Cyril Tolley, Lord Hope, Bob Jones, Francis 
Ouimet and other such players bogged down and took 
extra strokes in the style usually adopted by duffers. 
One mistake, and a fine score goes crumbling into 
the sand. The Crump Memorial tournament has 
drawn the best amateurs in the world to Pine Valley 
in the last decade and the par of 70 has not been 
beaten in competition.

Viaduct Clearance Will Be Provided | 


at Caldwell, N. J.—AlIl Bridges 
| 


to Be Reinforced. 


The temporary lowering of the | 
Erie Railroad tracks eighteen inches 
to permit clearance under a bridge 
at Caldwell, N. J.; the strengthen- | 
ing of bridges and the use of spe-| 
cial, powerfully built freight cars 
will be necessary to transport what 
are claimed to be the four largest 
electric power transformers in the 
world from the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric and Manufacturing Company’s | 
plant at Sharon, Pa., to Roseland, 
N. J., according to plans made pub- 
lic here yesterday. 

The four transformers will be used 
to transfer power from the Penn-| 
sylvania Power and Light Company's | 
plant at Bushkill, Pa., to the New 


Jersey system of the Public Service 
Eleetric and Gas Company. The 
shipment is to be made soon. Fifty-| 
six freight cars will be required to 
carry the transformers and parts 
over the Erie Railroad. 

Each transformer is thirty-five feet 
high, weighs approximately 300 tons 
and requires a floor space of 22 by 
33 feet. More than three tank cars| 
of oil, equivalent to 32,000 gallons, 
will be needed tq fill each trans- 
former. Although each machine will 
weigh 300 tons when installed, their 
individual weight as prepared for 
shipment will be only 135 tons, which 
is said to be one of the heaviest 
single weight units ever shipped on 
single railroad cars. Because of 
their height, the Erie Railroad will 
use four special and exceptionally 
strong steel flat cars, depressed in | 
the middle so that when the trans- 
formers are hoisted into this ‘‘well'’’ 
they will have a clearance under | 
vehicular and crossline bridges. At 
Caldwell, N. J., the railroad tracks 
| will be lowered eighteen inches tem- 
porarily to permit clearance beneath 
an overhead bridge. 

Each transformer has been packed 
in a_ specially designed shipping 
tank. To meet the loading require- 
ments of the railroad company, the 
oil has been drained from the trans- 
formers and the shipping tanks have 
been filled with dry nitrogen gas to 
preserve the insulating qualities of 
the coils in transit. 

There are more than thirty-two | 
imiles of wire in the copper windings | 
in each transformer. The winding | 
capacity of the four huge machines, 
it is claimed, is sufficient to furnish | 
power to illuminate approximately | 
200,000 ordinary six-room houses, or | 
all the homes in a city larger than 
Cincinnati. | 

One of the Erie Railroad's new} 
heavy traffic locomotives will haul 
the shipment from Sharon to Rose- | 
land. Besides the four special flat | 
cars, the freight train will include 
eighteen well type cars, fourteen | 
gondolas, six ordinary flat cars and 
fourteen oil tank cars. The esti- 
mated cost of the undertaking was 
not made public.

KEELEY, '29. 
Dr. LESLIE KEELEY, inventor of 


the Keeley cure for alcoholism, has 
been dead for nearly a generation, 
but the great educational system 
which he founded survives him. The 
Keeley Institute at Dwight, IIL, 
first and most famous of his estab- 
lishments, is enjoying an almost un- 
exampled prosperity and is forced 
to increase its dormitories and its 
study halls. Its secretary’s annual 
report calls 1928 the greatest year 
but one in the university’s history. 
There were 753 undergraduates, a 
number exceeded only in 1907, a 
year of excitement, wild speculation 
and panic. Under prohibition, prog- 
ress has been gratifying and steady. 
Besides, a certain inequality in the 
representation of vocations has been 
corrected. 

In the dark days before prohibi- 
tion more workingmen than busi- 
ness and professional men matricu- 
lated. This disproportion has been 
removed. At the June examinations, 
as generally in the last ten years, 
the white collarites were a majority.

The open- 
ing of its doors to women is one of 
the many ancillary benefits, unsus- 
pected even by its righteous cham-

American Weather last, Europe is 

in suffering from 

Europe Again. exceptional heat 

and drought. In 

Vienna the mercury is reported to 

have touched 107, and throughout 

Central and Eastern Europe lack of 

rain is doing damage. Even England 

has been sweltering in typical New 
York Summer weather. 

The precise causes of periodic shifts 
in the weather are not yet satisfac- 
torily explained. The present hot 
spell offsets the excessive cold of last 
Winter, and so gives Europe a taste | 
of the weather that is common in the 
interior of Northern Asia and the! 
northern parts of America. 

The difference in discomfort is due 
to the fact that we—and our friends 
in Manchuria and Siberia—are accus- 
tomed to these extremes, and so are 
more prepared to meet them than 
are the Europeans, who have for so 
long enjoyed a more equable climate. 
It would seem that during the last 
eighteen months Central and East- 
ern Europe have been subject to cli- 
matic conditions that normally are 
found only further north and east. 

Presumably, a year or two will wit- 
ness a swing toward normal weather 
conditions again—if any weather is 
ever ‘‘normal’’ except in a desert. 
In the meantime meteorologists are 
watching the changes and studying 
them assiduously with the hope of 
learning more about the method of 
predicting long-term weather.

On Leviathan on Her Way Here 


S. S. LEVIATHAN, July 23 (By 
Wireless to The Associated Press). 
—When the Leviathan was about 
fifty miles off Boston today, bound 
for New York after her sem! 
annual drydocking, an amphibian 
plane dropped four mail sacks 
aboard the flagship of the United 
States Lines. 

Dr. L. S. Adams, inventor of the 
device employed in the experi- 
ment, was in the plane with a 
pilot and radio operator. The 
operation was witnessed by sev- 
eral hundred passengers, guests 
of the company, who are making 
the trip to New York. 

The Leviathan will arrive at 
New York tomorrow morning and 
will sail Saturday for Cherbourg 
and Southampton. 


With good weather we will make 
this boat, the Bremen, shake yet, 
but I doubt if we will beat her.’’ 

‘You see,’’ added Captain McNeil, 
“the Mauretania is an older girl, 
and has smoked a lot of cigarettes 
in her day. We have burned up a 
lot of oil in that ship and we shall 
burn up a lot more.”’ 

Joseph E. Sheedy, 
president of the United States Lines, 
Inc., which is now preparing to build 
two ships which will compete with 
the Bremen, said that he considered 
the Bremen a masterpiece of ship 
construction.

month ago. An announcement was 
made at that time by Louis G. Kauf- 
man, president of the Chatham Phe- 
| mix, that an agreement had been 
reached with A. P. Giannini and 
| Elisha Walker to recommend a plan 
|} of merger to stockholders of both 
institutions. 

Since then frequent meetings of of- 
ficers and directors of the two banks 
have been held and it was thought 
in Wall Street until a few days ago 
that a formal announcement of the 
plan was imminent. In one or two 
cases terms of the plan were pub- 
lished indicating the supposed basis 
of exchange of stock of the two 
banks for shares of the consolidated 
institution and trading in the shares 
of the two institutions has been quite 
active. 

Brief Statement Issued. 

A statement given out last night 
through an advertising agency mere- 
lv said: 

“L. G. Kaufman, president of the 
Chatham Phenix National Bank and 
Trust Company, and F. C. Delafield, 
president of the Bank of America, 
National Association, announced to- 
day that the negotiations looking to 
the possible consolidation of the two 
banks have been discontinued.”’ 

Officials of both institutions re- 
fused to comment on the collapse of 
the negotiations. An officer of one 
|of the banks efplained that all those 
concerned had pledged themselves to 
make no explanation or comment be- 
yond the formal announcement. 

Those who have been engaged in 
|arbitrage operations in the shares of 
the two banks on the supposition 
that the merger was a foregone con- 
clusion will be forced today to pocket 
|a considerable loss as a result of the 
collapse of the plan. These traders 
have sold Bank of America and pur- 
chased Chatham Phenix on the as- 
sumption that the latter institution 
would receive a more favorable basis 
of exchange. The result of their op- 
erations has been to depress the mar- 
ket price of Bank of America shares 
and raise the quotations on Chatham 
Phenix 


Traders who have gone short of 
Bank of America will now be forced 
to cover, possibly at a heavy loss. 
Such traders are not of the type 
which usually takes place when a 
merger is projected, for they were 


not made on a ‘‘when, as and if is- 


sued’’ basis, as would be dealings in 
shares of the consolidated institution 
tself. They represent actual trades, 


which must be paid for in cash, even 
though the prospect on which they 
were based has not materialized. 
This is the first instance in a num- 
ber of years in which a bank merger 
which had reached the stage of pub- 
lic announcement has failed to be 
carried through.

HOLDS BOARD ACT LEGAL 


Commission Says Ruling on Van 


Sweringens, the Central and B, 


& O. Is Not Retroactive. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 23.— 
Action taken by the New York Cen- 
tral, Baltimore & Ohio and the Van 
Sweringen groups on the directorate 
of the Wheeling & Lake Railroad, in 
selling property of the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie for use in connection with 
the $80,000,000 Van Sweringen term)- 
nal station in Cleveland, now being 
constructed, was upheld today by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The sale had been opposed by the 
Taplin interests of Cleveland, minor- 
ity stockholders in the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie, on the ground that be- 
cause the Van Sweringens, New York 
Central and B. & O. were obliged by 
the commission to disposses them- 
selves of Wheeling & Lake Erie stock 
their action in approving the sale 
should be set aside as invalid. 


Holds Board's Acts Binding. 
The commission ruled, in effect, 
that all acts of the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie board, even though part of the 


board was later held to have been 
illegally elected, were binding on the 
property. The commission's order re- 


moves an obstacle to the completion, 


of the new Cleveland Union Station. 
The Wheeling & Lake Erie land ac- 
quired by the Van Sweringens was 
essential to the project. The consid- 
eration involved in the sale of the 
Wheeling &-: Lake Erie land was 
$1,600,000. 

Under the terms of the transfer the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie will acquire 
station facilities in the Cleveland 
union terminal at an annual rental 
of $20,000 and with the right to with- 
draw from the arrangement at the 
end of any five-year period, in which 
case the terminal interests would be 
required to build a new $200,000 in- 
dependent station for the Wheeling. 

The Wheeling & Lake Erie also ac- 
quires the right to enter Cleveland 
over Erie Railroad tracks, to use the 
Erie passenger station until the new 
terminal is completed and to use the 
connecting track and passing siding 
of the Cleveland Union Terminals 
Company. 

The fight of the Taplins to prevent 
the transfer of land in this case was 
a part of the campaign in which they 
have been engaged to wrest control 
of the Wheeling from the Van Swer- 
ingens, the New York Central and 
the B. &O 

The Taplins, who control the Pitts- 
burgh & West Virginia Railmead, 
which holds minority stock of the 
Wheeling, alleged that the Wheeling 
application for certificates of public 

in connection with the sale 
of at Cleveland to the van 
Sweringens was prejudicial to the 
public interests, to the Wheeling 
stockholders and was unlawful for 
these reasons: 

1—Because the contract between 
the Wheeling and the Cleveland 
Union Terminal Company was au- 
thorized by Wheeling directors who 
have been holding office illegally, 
since they were elected by the Nickel 
Plate, Baltimore & Ohio and New 
York Central, which have been or- 
dered by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to divest themselves of 
Wheeling control 
2—Because the agreements between 
the Wheeling and roads which will 
use the new station violate various 
provisions of Ohio law.

3—Because ‘‘it is an attempt on 


the part the Baltimore & Ohio, 
New York Central and Nickel Plate, 
through their control of the Wheel- 
ing and twelve of its directors, to 
acquire for the Terminals Company, 
which is controlled by the New York 
Central and the Nickel Plate, the 
Wheeling’s Ontario Street Station 
site at a price satisfactory to them- 
selves but far less than the fair and 
reasonable value thereof and not the 
best price obtainable therefor.’’ 

4 -Because it is an attempt by the 
Baltimore & Ohio, the New York 
Central and the Nickel Plate to force 
the applicant to use the facilities of 
the Terminals Company and contrib- 
ite to the ‘‘excessive cost of erect- 
ing, maintaining and operating the 
Terminals Company's railroad and 
Union Depot.”’ 

All objections that Ohio laws were 
violated were met by the commis- 
sion with the statement that the com- 
mission has no jurisdiction to ad- 
judicate such matters. The commis- 
sion recognized that it had declared 
the acquisition of Wheeling control 
by the Nickel Plate, New York Cen- 
tral and Baltimore & Ohio to be in 
violation of the Clayton anti-trust 
act, but it declared that this finding 
was no retroactive 

‘“‘Nor did we find,’® said the ma- 
jority opinion, ‘‘that the acts of the 
directors elected by the stock owned 
by the three trunk lines should be 
nullified Under the circumstances 
we are of the opinion that the con- 
tentions of the protest and the Tap- 
lins in this respect are without 
merit

Taplins charged that the

of the Wheeling, the Taplins alleged, 
unfair because eventually, in the 
opinion of the Taplins, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or the courts 
will hold such a discrimination to be 
illegal and the Wheeling will be 
forced to pay more than it can 
afford. 

The commission majority held this 
argument to be ‘‘unusual,’’ for the 
Taplins objected ‘‘to that contract 
on the ground that it was favorable.”’ 


Holds Public Will Gain. 
“There appears to be no possibility 
of attack upon the terms of the con- 
said the commission report. 


“The protestant does not seriously 
controvert the fact that the public | 
convenience and necessity would be 
better served by the applicant’s 
using the facilities and service of the 
Union Depot, nor, on the record 
before us, can that fact be doubted.’’ 

Another allegation of the Taplins 
was that the Wheeling property 
which the Terminals Company agreed 
to buy for $1,600,000 was really 
worth $7,500,000. 

If the Wheeling directors were per- 
mitted to sell for the smaller price, 
the Taplins objected, the Wheeling 
stockholders would not be getting a 
fair deal. 

The commission decided that it had 
no jurisdiction to prescribe the price 
for which the Wheeling should dis- 
pose of its property. Chairman 
Ernest I. Lewis, who concurred in 
the majority opinion, but thought 
further steps should be taken to| 
safeguard the Wheeling’s interest, 
said he thought the $1,600,000 sale/| 
price and the low rental of $20,000 a! 
year ‘‘tie in together.” '
